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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Firstly, 
Majima meets the new requirements of PBT as set forth previously (also, see abstract of Majima), Majima also discloses the use of silica in 
Column 1 1 line 24, as required by new claim 9. 

Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. Regarding (1) by comparing Ex 1 and Comp Ex 1 one cannot ascertain that a compression ratio 
of 1.5 is required to meet the claimed invention. One can only conclude that a certain temperature is required, which is met by Majima. 
Arguments drawn herein to the compression ratio are thusly moot. Regarding (2) Applicant has not shown that the values are not inherent 
for the scope of the claims, as such withdrawl of the rejection would be improper. Applicant's arguments are drawn to one specific 
composition and ratio and to limitations not found in the claim (i.e. silica and phosphorous). Majima meets the breadth of the claims and 
critically or inherency must be commensurate in scope with the claims. Applicant further argues the declaration of 12/19/07 has already 
demonstrated the non inherency however the Examiner has already extensively reviewed the data herein and provided analysis of such. 
The data is not convincing for the scope of the claims. Applicant argues the Examples and Comp Examples demonstrate that silica and 
phosphorous additives are not determinative components, the Examiner disagrees as set forth previously. Majima anticipates the 
components of Applicant. Applicant may show criticallity of the data however the claims must be commensurate in scope with said 
criticallity. Regarding (3) the amendments overcome this position previously set forth by excluding PHT. Regarding arguments to claims 7 
and 8, Applicant's data includes the use of silica and phosphorous. If Applicant wishes to have the breadth of the present claims, criticality 
should be shown for compositions without silica and phosphorous. If silica and phosphorous are required in order for the critical values to 
be obtained the claims must be amended to reflect such. Arguments drawn to Masuda are not addressed since this rejection has not been 
put forth.
